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[Paris, Feb. 0.— The London coi'res- 
pendent of the -Matin say* that he "as 
submitted to Huron Hnyashi, the Japan- 
ese minister in London, a translation 
published in a London evening news- 
paper of the interview with the lniiiister 
printed here in the Matin, and which 
was cabled by the Associated press, 
Baron Huynshi declared the Matin cor- 
respondent bad faithfully reproduced his 
utterances and that be was ready to 
repeat them.

■desired to be let alone and will object 
to any intervention from Great Britain 
tending towards inducing th'O accept- 
ance of Russia's reply. 

One of the officials in touch with For- 
eign Minister DeJcasse, said that if this 
interview was genuine us it seemed t°be 
it was of the highest moment as l*'ing 
an indication of the war line attitude «f 
the Japanese government. BWon Hny- 
tasbi besides reiterating his former pub- 
'iished statement that Japan will in-ist 
on a signed treaty recognizing China's 
irights in Manchuria is quoted as add- 
ing: "If Russia refuses this treaty we 
will light." 

"Is your government unalterably de- 
termined on this course?" the minister 
was asked. 

••Absolutely," he is said to have re- 
'pl : od. "We will not take promises. Too 
many promises have been broken and 
now we insist upon a signed treaty." 

The interviewer then asked: "SUPPOfiC 
Russia's answer is conciliatory and rea- 
sonable, but refuses to go to tjjfi ex- 
tent of signing the treaty you desire 
will your government then have recourse 
to arms'.'" 

"That is precisely what I menu," re- 
plied the minister. 

"Lf the government of King Edward 
VII. aeks Japan not to make war," con- 
tinued the interviewer, "and requests

Seventh denounced all previous Russo-

THE SITUATION IX THE ORIENT. 

Today's reports of the situation in the 
Ear East are certainly very ominous, 
hut they <lo not necessarily imply that 
war between Russiu nn<] Japan is in- 
evitable. In these days when telegraphs 
and cables traverse land and sea in 
every direction, ami at every point there 
are persons whose business it is to re- 
port every current rumor or piece of 
KO*:sip, there must necessnrily be a great 
deal of chaff mixed with the kernels of 
solid facts and accurate statements. 
But giving nil consideration to such cir- 
cumstances, the situation, as weighed by 
the light of all these reports is certainly 
grave. As the result of weeks of pre- 
paration by the two Governments direct- 
ly concerned in the dispute, the naval 
and military forces of the two countries 
have gradually come to occupy the 
strategic points selected by their com- 
manders ne desirable to be held by them 
in the event of hostilities being com- 
menced. That Russia should concentrate 
a large body of troops in the Yalu 
■Valley in order to dominate Northern 
Korea and threaten any offensive move- 
ment that Japan might attempt, was to 
l)o expected. But the fact in itself no 
more indicates that war is inevitable 
than do the facts that Russia has sent 
her Mediterranean licet to the PaciSc 
and accumulated large stocks of pro- 
visions and stores of coal at Port Ar- 
thur. A similar remark might be made 
of the active measures taken by Japan 
to put her forces in a complete state of 
preparation for actual warfare. Rut 
tlie last word has not yet been spoken, 
or at least, what its purport is will not 
lie known until the details of Russia's 
answer to Japan is published and we 
are informed of the decision reached 
on it at Tokio. 

iWhilc foreign military and naval ex- 
pert opinions seem to be very divergent 
on the relative strength of the Russian 
and Japanese forces and on the pro- 
bable result of a war, there seems to be 
reason to believe that Japan is in a 
better condition to carry on the struggle 
Thau some of these critics are inclined 
to admit. It is finite conceivable that 
th'q Japanese are somewhat inclined to 
overrate cheir country's capacity to meet 
such 'a gigantic and formidable opponent 
as the Russian Empire undoubtedly is. 
But it is difficult to believe that a Gov- 
ernment and people that have shown 
such extraordinary capacity and organ- 
izing ability as the Japanese have dis- 
played in the arts of peace, should prove 
to be entirely lacking in the possession 
of those qualities when their efforts 
arc directed to the conduct of a war 
in which their national security and, per- 
'haps, existence are concerned. There 
is, of course, one unknown quantity in- 
volved in this war. That is the ques- 
tion as to whether Asiatics are a match 
for Europeans in war, even if the con- 
ditions and circumstances under which 
it is carried on are about equally fav- 
orable to both the combatants. So- far 
there has been no opportunity to test 
this question in modern times under the 
conditions that are necessary to settle 
at. Not only Great Britain but other 
European Powers have frequently de- 
feated immense numbers <>f Asiatics 
•with a mere handful of troops. But 
•the circumstances were so dissimilar to 
those that will prevail in a contest be- 
tween Russia and Japan as to afford 
nothing on which an opinion on the mat- 
ter can be formed that would be of 
any value. 

Among the items in today's despatches 
is one indicating that possibly China 
may he led to form an offensive and 
defensive alliance with Japan. Such an 
arrangement might lead to complications 
that would involve other Tuitions in 
Hie war and entirely cliange the situa- 
tion. It is believed that the Court at 
iPeking is distracted as to whether it 
should accept Russia's offer of protec- 
tion or throw itself on the support of the 
Powers that have declared for the main- 
tenance of the territorial integrity of 
the Chinese Empire. To tin outsider 
it appears incomprehensible that there 
should be any hesitancy as to which 
step should be taken. But these things 
cannot be gauged by a standard such 
as we should apply to the considera- 
tion of IOuroponn state afTairs, and Rus- 
sian diplomacy has often succeeded in 
allaying the suspicions of the victim 
it was about to destroy. 

THE MUNICIPAL ACT. 

The Municipal Committee of the Leg- 
islature has completed its report of the 
amendments that it suggests in the 
.Municipal Clauses Act, and it is 
probable that they will he accepted by 
the House. There is, however, one fea- 
ture in regard to the Municipal Act 
itself which, we think, requires con- 
sideration with a view to radical 
changes in the character of legislation 
dealing with civic municipalities. That 
is the growing practice of introducing 
provisions in the Act dealing with the 
conditions in some particular town and 
applicable only to that place. In other 
■words, under the shelter of die General 

iMunieipai Act, what is practically spe- 
cial local muulicipal legislation is being 

enacted. Some people hold that there 
should he no special charters granted, 
but. that every city or town desiring in- 
corporation should be compelled to come 
■under • t he provisions of the General 
Municipal .Act. There is a good- deal 
jto he said in favor of complete' uni- 
formity in all tJho details of legislation 
on this subject, but that principle in 



departed from if in a General Act pro- 
visions are inserted applicable only to 
some particular town. We can easily 
understand how such an innovation 
came to lie adopted. Until a compara- 
tively few years ago Victoria was the 
only town with any considerable popu- 
lation in the Province, Certain powers 
were necessary for dealing with flier 
municipal affairs satisfactorily that were 
not suitable or adapted to the conditions 
existing in much smaller towns. Yet 
as all were incorporated under the Gen- 
eral Act an insistence on the same pro- 
visions would- have operated inconven- 
iently to the larger or the smaller places. 
To meet this difficulty provisions appli- 
cable only to Victoria were inserted, this 
.method being first adopted some ten or 
twelve years ago. Now other towns in 
the Province are beginning to apply for 
similar special provisions, and it. will 
lie difficult to refuse to treat all towns 
alike. Yet to allow such a practice to 
continue and to be greatly extended 
would entirely destroy that uniformity 
in municipal legislation that a General 
Act is designed to secure, and would 
give a number of towns all the advant- 
ages of special charters without the 
cost of getting a private bill passed 
t'hrough the Legislature. 

When the late Mr. Davie attempted 
to pass very radical changes in muni- 
cipal legislation through the House in 
1895, it was -then suggested that there 
should he three classes of municipalities 
recognized by the law and separate Acts 
be passed in accordance with that ar- 
rangement. Towns or cities of a cer-

iNo provisions applicable only to some 
particular town should be permitted in 
a General Act. By separating civic 
municipalities into two classes, as men- 
tioned above, there would be no diffi- 
culty in framing a bill to meet all ordin- 
al-) conditions, and if some town desir- 
ed to have authority given to it in some 
matter that concerned UO other place; it 
should be required to promote a private 
bill. If we are to have general legisla- 
tion on any matter, there should be a 
strict adherence to that principle. .Now 
that towns are springing up in all parts 
of the Province, many of them with 
local conditions different from those in 
other plans, a continuance of the pres- 
ent method will cause much inconveni- 
ence in the future.

Canada Is tin. natural home 
of the Denver and this animal Is tin- crest 
or the Canadian Dominion. 

The conquest of Canada was fought, In 
a measure, on the value of the fur of ibis 
the largest rodent we have. The early 
wealth of the Hudson's Bay Company was 
built oa the value of this fur. The en- 
gineering feats of the beaver are too well 
known to require repetition. Every well 
Informed hydraulic engineer will .loir his 
hat to thi' beaver. Why then should this 
noble animal be wantonly destroyed ': Tho 
nature ami extent of British Columbia af- 
fords better protection to the beaver than 
aav other Province in Canada, with the 
possible exception of pans of Northern 
Quebec ami Ontario, It would not be ask- 
ing too much from our provincial govern- 
ment to set aside a large beaver preserve.

II. Mackintosh, of Rossland, conceived 
the plan of amalgamating the mines 
there, he went to Wright, who was then 
iili the height of his power ill London. 
Wright took up Governor Mackintosh's 
iprojecl and formed the British Anieri- 
i'-an Corporation, with a capital of 
500,000. It was a parent company which 
bought right ami left in Rossland mines

Griffiths, a Deck Hand, Declares 
That Clallam had De- 
fective Rudder. 



Capt. Ceo. Roberts, muster of the Clal- 
lam, again occupied the witness chair on 
Wednesday afternoon at 'Seattle, says 
yesterday's P. I., during the Clallam di- 
saster inquiry and his testimony closed 
the investigation, probably the must im- 
portant and far-reaching ever held on 
Puget sound. 

While he repeated in the main the 
'story of the loss of .the Clallam. Capt. 
Roberts left the stand having given n 
great, deal of new and interesting testi- 
mony, t 

'Relating that the Clallam left 'Port 
Townsend at 12:10 o'clock p.m.: that the 
wind began blowing strong soon after 
the vessel rounded Point Wilson, Capt. 
'Roberts stated that the first intimation 
he had of anything being wrong in tho 
engineer's department was about '2:'M 
when De Launay spoke up through the 
tube from below saying that one of the 
ports had gone. Continuing, Capt. Rob- 
erts, said: 

"De 'Launay said nothing, absolutely," 
the captain continued, "about the dead- 
light or of me getting the vess-d's head 
to the wind. But 1 then requested the 
mate to go below and sec what was the 
matter. 

. •'Eighteen or twenty minutes liter, 
shortly after 2:-l."> p.m., for 1 looked nt 
the clock at that time, De Lnunay come 
up in person. He told nie then that 
the deadlight bad broken in and re- 
quested me to go below and look at it. 
There was no discussion as to getting 
the ship to the wind. 

"1 'went down and when I looked ill 
the witter was about three and II half 
feet deep over the engine room floor. 
1 asked De Launay if he had plugged 
The deadlight, and lie said that he bad 
done all that he could. 
. "When I returned above I tried to p^t 
the vessel around to the wind, but could 
not do it. Cupt. Lawrence then told' 
me that the engines had stopped, with 
125 pounds of steam on. After learn- 
ing that the tires wen' out nnd the 
engines .stopped we began to lower the 
boats, getting them ready about B:li0 
o'clock. 

I "W'hen I went txdow nnd found that 
amount of water I did not think the 
vessel would last over three-quarters 
of an hour. The water eeenied to.be 
coming in rapidly. I based my action 
on lowering the bouts on the conclu- 
sion that the ship could not last a great 
■while. I thought the boats would live. 
•1 did Jiot have to urge the jteople to 
get in. They were anxious, and in fnct, 
at this time 1 was not on the passenger 
deck. I was on the upper deck look- 
ing after the lowering of boats. 

"Capt. Lawrence, wno commanded the 
first boat, agreed with me. tie was ji 
.man of experience in marine matteiv,- 
and I consulted with him. The mate 
at this time was below. Capt. Law- 
rence was perfectly willing to take 
command. He took my boat. No. 1. 

'Capt. Roberts rein ted that there were 
two of the crew, Cibpt. Lawrence ami 
two other male passengers mnnuiiig the 
first boat, with Harvey Scars in charge, 
and two other sailors and some in lie 
passengers in the second. There were 
no women in the third boat, which had 
'two firemen nnd an oiler of the crew. 
Capt. Roberts stated that he saw r. cus- 
toms otllcer jump into the third boat. 

Cross-questioned by the inspectors, 
Capt. Roberts nn«r\vered: 

•'■I had no idea that there was any 
water in the ship until 'I went down 
witli De Launay. But the vessel was 
goin" slow. 

"Yes, the ship answered her helm per- 
fectly. I did not have to resort to 
using the auxiliary steering gear. 

"1 did not at any time know there 
was anything wrong with the dcadlxgnt. 
It was never reported to me.'' 

\sked if lie bad heard fhe testimony 
of Capt. Robert Hall, Hit' witness stated 
that he had and that Capt. 'Hall was 
mis-taken "in saying that [ (requested the 
ship go to Victoria. 1 did not make 
any request to go to Victoria. 1 tool 
him to tow nre to the nearest place he 

could possibly get to." ' 

"Did you tell him the ship was letir;- 
ingV Cast. Whitney asked. 

"Yes. sir," answered Roberts. 

■Making further reply to questions on 
this point, Capt. Roberts said: 

"I thought he would try and tow me 
around Tiaek of Lopez island. After 
the tug hud straightened away I did not 
/•all it bnck because of the loss of tune 
it would have entitled and 1 fhoughn 
/the ship would flout until we could get 
to To wnsend. 

i "As soou as I knew she was sinking I 
signaled the Hoiyoke to eome back. 
'About that time the Sen Lion came up 
and, seeing our signals, responded. We 
,had no time to get our port boats 
.down." 

|DE 'LACNAY ASKS QUESTIONS: 
; Chief De Launay asked Capt. Roberts 
■how he knew of the condition of the 
ipumns, and the witness replied:

.manned," Gri flit lis said, revertiug to the

Capt. Whitney asked Griffiths if his- 
.mrioiw schemes for preventing the loss 
'of life had not eome to him after talk- 
ing nshore with members of the crew. 
[Griffiths deeltbed that they had not; 
that he wafl rmr excited at any time 
and never beliaveJ the Clallam would 
sink until just a few minutes he/ore 
she went down. 

■ "Tell us everything you think was Dot 
trig-lit in (lie nut iragement of the Clal- 
lam." Inspector Turner said, when the 
'witness paused, as If he bad concluded 
■his testimony. 

1 "Well, the rudder was not a very good 
'one," Griffiths resinned. "Once coming 
out of Victoria harbor we had to get the 
'tackles onto it in order to gel it to 
'work well. The tackle. I suiypose, hwd to 
■':,«. put on t" l'lili the rudder around. 
The rudder stock turned, nnd the tiller 
'would not turn half as much as the 
'rudder." 

•'Again, we had to tighten the nuts on 
tlie rudder several times, once in this 
harbor." 

' 'Flic witness stated in conclusion that 
!l»e hud found a deadlight oprn in the 
steerage, but that he closed it. A 
'little water had eome in, but how much 
lite could not tell.
